What He Has to Say. 


Special Dispatch U> tho ChLcngo Tribune* 


INDIANAPOLIS, lad., Dec. G.—In an 


interview on the situation to-night 
GOT. 
Hendricks stated that he was 


aware that, by the counting in of the 
Republican Electors by the RaturniDg 
Boards of Louisiana, South Carolina 
aid Florida, Mr. Hayes will receive the] 
185 votes necessary to an election. He, 
however, denied that suoh proceedings 
were either legal according to the laws 
of the particular States, or iv accord- 
ance with a correct 
nterpretation of 


tie Constitution of the (United States, 
and when the joint Houses of Con- 
gress came to pass upon the election he 
was convinced that justice would ba 
done, and the true spirit of the Con- 
stitution asserted. 
Mr. Hendricks de- 


nied the accuracy of Kent's interpieta- 
tion of the Constitution. He relied 
upon the use of the Twenty-second 
Joint rul(-,which he contended had been 
in force ever since 1868, and was used 
even as early as 1864, at the time of 
the re-election of President Lincoln. 
He characterized the rule at a solemn 
legislative interpretation of the Consti- 
tution specially intended to meet such 
a crisis as the present, and he knew of 
BO more proper tribunal ;to adjudicate 
upon so grave an issue than tbe Repre- 
sentatives of the people. 
Ba had no 


doubt but that the question wonld be 
settled by Congress m a constitutional 
Banner. 


On the interviewer suggesting that 


it wa» possible the House of Represen- 
tatives might undertake to declare Til- 
den elected, and the President of the 
Senate might declare Mr. Hayes to be 
duly elected, Mr. Hendricks remarked 
that that possibility might occur. 


Replying to the close question, what 


course he and Mr. Tilden would take,

positions presented were legal, as they 
were takea under the laws of Louisiana. 
In regard to- the case of Eliza Pinkston, 
he was willing to leave that to tlio peo- 
ple of the United States. Her husband 
hag been murdered im account of pollN 
tics. 
In parinhos riot, bulldozed there 


was an increase in the Republican vote, 
while in other parishes where there 
were rifle-clubs thero were few or no 
votes for Hayes.

BULLDOZING IN TBE PAST. 


The report of Senator Sherman and 


his associates on Louisiana affairs con- 
tains sooe bits of history that we very 
apropos to the subject. 
From this re- 


port it appears that the bulldoz'ng 
which characterized the recent election 
is but a repetition of acts con,milled 
in previous campaigns. 
SpeakiLg of 


the reports of Congressional investiga- 


tions into the election of 1SC8, the 
committee brings up the following : 


From these it appears that ovsr 


2,000 persons were killed, wounded and 
otherwise injured, in that State that 
year ; that half the State was overrun 
by violence, midnight raids, recret mur- 
ders, and, open riots, which kept the 
people in constant terror, until the Re- 
publicans surrendered all claims, and 
the election was carried by the Democ- 
racy. The parish of Orleans, which 
contained 29,910 voters, 13,020 of 
which were colored, and which in the 
spring had given 13.973 Republican 
votes, in the fall cast for Gen. Grant 
but 1,178, a falling off of 12,795 
votes. 
Riots prevailed for weeks, fill- 


ing New Orleans with scenes of blood, 
and Ku Klux notices were scattered 
throughout the city, warning colored 
men not to vote. 
In the 
parish of 


Caddo there were 208 Republicans, 
who, in the spring of 1868, carried 
the parish, which in the fall gave to 
Gen. Grant but one vote, and there 
also bloody riots occurred. 


In the parish of Saint Landry the 


Republicans had a registered majority 
of 1,071 votes, and in the spring of 
that year carried it by 678 votes, whilst 
in the fall not a vote was cast for Gen. 
Grant, whilst for Seymour and Blair 
the Democrats cast the full vote of the 
parish, 4,787 votes, and there occurred 
oae of the bloodiest riots on record, in 
which the Ku'Klux killed and wound- 
ed over 200 Republicans, hunting and 
chasing them for two days and nights 
through fields and swamps. 
Thirteen 


captives were taken from tbe jail and 
shot, and a pile of twentysfive dead 
bodies was found buried in the wooda 
Having thus conquered the RepubhX 
cans, and killed and driven off their 
white leaders, the masses were captured 
by Ku-Klux, marked with badges of 
red iannel, enrolled in clubs, led to 
the polls and compelled to Tote the 
Democratic ticket, after which they 
were given certificates of the fact. 


These are some of the outrages 


which marked the pathway to political 
supremacy of those who but a few 
years before had obtained the mercy of 
a Government under whose laws the 
black Republican and white Democrat 
were entitled to equal protection. 
It 


was but natural and just that the col- 
ored race should unite with and cling 
to the party to whose principles they 
«wed freedom and protection, and this 
seems to have marked their political 
course from the time they were given 
the elective franchise, and their history 
in Louisiana has but illustrated this, 
wherever they have been left free to 
vote as they pleased, until a radical 
change could be effected iu the nature 
and purposes of those who had been 
their owners, and who repudiated the 
idea of being ; placed upon terms of 
civil equality with them. 
It was evi- 


dent that a fair election could not be 
held in parishes containing any con- 
siderable majority of colored votes, and 
henco the act of 1870, acquiesced in by 
both political parties, and amended in 
1872, was passed creating a Returning 
Board authorized to sit in iVcw Or- 
leins, having supreme authority to 
canvass the votes cast throughout the 
entire State, and authorized, if convinc- 
ed that riot, tumult, aota of violence, 
intimidaiion armed disturbance, bri- 
bery, or corrupt influences had pre- 
vented voters from registering, or had 
materially interfered with the purity or 
freedom of the election at any poll or 
voting place, 
or 
had 
materially 


changed the result of the election, 
to exclude the votes cast at such polls 
or voting-places from the final count. 
This law, with some amendments not 
materially changing its nature, is that 
under which the present returning,board 
of Louisiana is now organized and sits. 
That some such independent tribunal 
was necessary for the protection of legal 
voters, and as a check upon the vio- 
lence and intimidation which had be- 
fore prevailed throughout the state, no 
one can deny. 


JUDGE KELI.SY, on his 
returu to 


Philadelphia, was interviewed as to the 
Louisiana Returning Board. 
He said: 


'•I have already 
told you that I ab- 


stained from intercourse with the mem- 
ber of that Board. I went to Louisi- 
ana with a prejudice igainst the organ- 
ization and its members, who were 
strangers to me ; but I am free to say 
this prejudice was mitigated by obser- 
vation of them. I believe that they 
will perform their duty faithfully, and 


should they declare the vote for Tilden 
I shall acquiesce in it and demand that 
my party do so ; but if they declare 
the rote for Governor Hayes, I will 
feel no hesitancy in sustaining their ac- 
tion, let the consequences be what they 
may."

The latest advices from 
Salem, Ore- 


gon, say all the republican and demo- 
cratic electors assembled in the senate 
chamber. The secretary of state pass- 
ed an envelope through the 
door 16 


Cronin, who read it as a certifisate of 
the vote given to Odell, Cartwright and 
himself. 
He then put it in his pocket. 


Odell, Cartwright and Crsnin seated 
themselves at a table and organized by 
electing Odell Chairman. At the re- 
quest of other republicans, Watts ten. 
dered his resignation as elector. 
Odetl 


and Cartwright severally 
demanded 


their certificates of Cronin, who refused 
to surrender. 
After some time Cronin 


asked if they refused to act with him. 
Odell and Cartwright said "no," 
very 


emphatically, but demanded that their 
authority to act should be shown. Cro- 
nin then left the table, the republican 
electors having made no objections to 
co-operate with him, and after calling 
ia Miller and Parker, organized his 
electoral college as before reported. Sec- 
retary Chadwick claims to have simply 
acted under Gov. Grover's orders. The 
letter was burnt in effigy, at Jefferson, 
last night. 


TALLAHASSEE, Dec. 7— A ijuo war-

vor of the Hayes electors. 
He de* 


nounced the same as criminal and gross 
falsification of the returns en file in the 
office of the secretary of state. lie also 
gave certificates of election to the Til- 
den electors, stating therein that the 
returns on file, canvassed by the board, 
showed a clear majority for Tilden and 
Hendricks electors. 
The democratic 


electors, W. Call, 
Robert Bullock, 


Robert B. Hilton and 
James E. 


Younge, met at the capitol in the office 
ot the attorney general, and cast the 
vote of the state according to law. They 
also signed a petition to the senate and 
house of representatives of the United 
States, stating their legal election and 
praying they might be recognized as 
electors of the state. 


The visiting statesmen, Marble, Salt- 


enstall, Riddle, Hellers, Hay, Bead, 
Gibsen of Miesouri,General Young and 
Governor Brown of Georgia, Colonel 
Waley and P. H. Smith of Illinois, 
Governor Noyes and Mr. Lisle of Ohio, 
Generals Wallace and Barlow, and Mr. 
Chandler left to day. Messrs. Cayle and 
Parrs, remain to meet the congressional 
committee.

His conscience may 
make him trouble, but neither I nor the 
men with whom I act, countenance the 
hand of Hie assassin." 


ST. Louis, Mo., Dec. 8.-The full 


report of the proceedings of presidential 
electors in this state, at their meeting 
at Jefferson City, yesterday, shows that 
Cluis. G. Stifel, the republican elector 
for the third district, applied by letter to 
Qov. Uardin for a certificate of election, 
on the grounds that Gen. D. W. Frost, 
the democratic elector, was ineligible, 
mid that he (StUel) received the highest 
vote cast of an eligible elector in that 
district. 
This application was refused 


by Gov. Hardin, he stating ttiat the 
certificate had already been issued to 
Gen. 
Frost. During the session of the 


college, Jlr. Stifel presented a commu- 
nication setting forth Gen. Frost's ineli- 
gibility and claiming the right to act as 
elector from the third district. This 
the college declined to have read.

Frost is ineligible. This protest 


was laid on the table by the vote of the 
college and the vote ef electors for pres- 
ident and vice president was then taken, 
as pieviously repoited. 


WASHINGTON, Deo, 7.—A Democratic 


caucus was in session this afternoon, 
continuing in session two hours and a 
half. Representative Hewitt, from the 
committee appointed yesterday, report- 
ed resolutions providing for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of ten members, 
to co-operate with a committee appoint- 
ed by Democratic Senators, to take into 
consideration the subject of the recent 
elections in the South and the uSe of 
Government troops therein; and further, 
that they report to the caucus, from 
timototimc, such recommendations as 
they deem proper. The resolution was 
agreed to. 


During the caucus the character of the 


general sentiment was (bat tlie pending 
question betwenn thetwo parties,respect- 
ing the electoral vote, should ue pre- 
served distinctively, and all side issues 
which would divert the public mind 
therefrom should be avoided, and in 
this connection it was said there should 
be no movement toward impeachment of 
the President, as an effort to convict 
would fail in consequence of the com- 
position of tha Senate. Southern mem 
bers expressed themselves as favorable 
to calmness and moderation. Adjourned.
